CHAPTER I 

Introductory 


The Syndicate beg to place before the Senate the Annual Report of the 
work of the University during the year 193h-37. 

The Syndicate regret to record the deaths during the year of the 
following Fellows who rendered valuable services to the University : —

Sir Laliibhai Samaldas, 

Professor E. A. Wodehouse,

Detailed references to the personal qualities and nature of the services 
rendered by them were made at meetings of the Senate. 

Address to their Majesties: On the accession of King George VI 
to the Throne, the University, following past precedents, presented a loyal 
address to His Majesty and to Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth conveying 
its most loyal congratulations and good wishes for a long reign full of 
happiness and prosperity. The address {Vide Appendix V to this Chapter) 
was engrossed on a scroll of vellum in a style suited to the occasion, 
and was sent to Their Majesties in silver caNk(‘t. 

Post-Graduate Instruction and Research : As foreshadowed in last 
year's Report, a Local Committee to arrange for and co-ordinate Post-Graduate 
Instruction in Bombay was established during the year under report. (Vide 
Ch. VI) The work of this Committee will be described in detail in next 
year's Report. 

Research work in the University Departments of Economics, Socio- 
logy and Chemical Technology, and in the Colleges and Post-Graduate 
Institutions affiliated to or recognized by the University, proceeded as usual, 



the University contributing to this work by means of grants in aid of publi- 
cation and research. Six Research Studentships were instituted for the first 
time. i\ppendix II). The appointments, however, could not be made 

until about the middle of the financial year owing to unavoidable delay in 
finally settling the Regulations, which are reproduced in Appendix B 
to this Chapter. Later three of the Research Students gave up their 
Studentships in order to take up employment. The other students 
continued their work. Details of research woi’k done in the Ibiivei’sity 
will be found in subs(‘quent chaptei’s. 

University Hostel ; — The University Hostel was started during the 
year under report. It is located in Fravic House, 79, (Queen’s Road. 
This House is opposite the sea, not far from the University Buildings. 
S^tudents of the University De]>nrtments are given facilities in the Hostel, 
and, if there is room, other post-graduate students are accommodated. 
The Hostel had 48 students in both the terms during 1939-37, and proved 
])opular among the students. The residents organised a Hostel Union, the 
inaugural meeting of which was pi*esided over by the Vice-C4iancellor in 
September .1939. The Annual Social Gathering of the Hostel was held 
in February 1937, with the Hon. Mr. Justice B. J. Wadia as President. 

New Colleges : — During the year \inder report four new Colleges 
were affiliated, two in Jiombay, one in Ahmedabad and one at Rajkot. The 
Ramnarain Ruia College and the Khalsa College, in Bombay, were affiliated 
for courses of study for the first two years in Arts and Science. 4Iie Seth 
Lalbhai Dalpatbhai Arts College, at Ahmedabad, was affiliated only in Arts 
up to the B. A. degree. The Dharmendrasinghji College at Rajkot was re- 
commended for affib’ation for the first two yeai's in Arts and Science, but 
Government made the application conditional on the Syndicate being satisfied 
with the qualifications of certain members of the teaching staffi and tlulr 
tenure of service and the application took effect reti-ospectively from 
June 1937 only after the Syndicate had been so satisfied. 

Academic questions : — Among the important academic questions on 
which far-reaching decisions were taken during the year under report, 
mention may be made of the question of the revision of the degree courses 
in Arts. This question had been occupying the attention of the University 
authorities for the past three years. After prolonged deliberation the 
Academic Council, decided to have a three years' course for the B. A. 
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( Honours ) degree and to improve the present B. A, Pass course by enlarging 
its content, the object being to make the Honours course a specialised 
course and to raise the standard for the pass or ordinary B. A. degree by 
adding subjects and awarding classes. The Boards of Studies are engaged 
in framing Syllabuses under the revised courses. 

The Arts and Science C^ourses for the first year under the Bifurcation 
Scheme were brought inio force from June 1937. 

Extension of the University North Wing : — The construction of the 
extension of the North Wing proceeded apace and before the close of the year 
under report consid(irabl(i progx'css was made. ( The extension was comple- 
ted in October 1937. ) 

Important events On the expiry of his second term of office, Mr. V. 
N. Ohandavarkar, B. x\. ( Cantab ), Bar-at-Law, was re-appointed 
Vice -Chancellor for a further term from tlic 1st April, 1937. 

Miscellaneous -.—The Ten Year Plan Committee appointed by the 
Syndicate api)ointed Sub -committees to report on the proposed expansion of 
the existing University Departments and the institution of new Departments 
and teaching posts and to advise on the financial implications of the several 
proposals for the extern sion of the University's activities. The parent committee 
has not yet concluded its work. 

T\m Committees appointed by the Senate to make proposals for the 
revision of the Bombay University Act and for the amendment of statutes 
relating to the elections to the dillerent authorities of the Liniversity also met 
several times, but their work has not yet been completed. 

Examinations: — -Idie total number of T niversi.'-^ Uxaminations by 
papers during the year was 47. Betwe(‘n them the examinations covered a 
p(Tio(l of 99 (lays. On some of these days two or more examinations were 
held simultaneously. The total number of candidates at all the examinations 
during 1939-37, (excluding examinations by theses), was 48,817. Jhe 
total number of candidates who offered tlu3ses at the examinations in the 
Faculties of Arts, Science and Technology during the year was 49. 

A comparative statement showing the total income and expenditure of the 
University during the last decennium is given below, ihe total number of 

students in the Colleges affiliated to the University on the 31st March, 1939, 
was 17,909.

APPENDIX B. 

Reg:ulations relating to Research Studentships 

(1) Research Studentships may be awarded annually to persons who hold 
either a Master’s Degree or a Doctor’s Degree of this University, 
subject to the conditions set out hereinafter. 

(2) These Research Studentsiiips shall be held only by students working 
in institutions, or under the guidance of teachei’s attached to institu- 
tions, within the territorial limits of the jurisdiction of this Univer- 
sity as d(*fin(‘d in Section 4 A of the Bombay University Act IV, 
1928. 

(3) Tlie object of the Research Studentsiiips is to enable research 
students to undertake research in any subject in the Faculty of Az’ts, 
Science, Technology, Law or Medicine. 

(4) The Researcli Student shall be required to work on a subject of 
researdi appi’oved by the relevant University authorities. 

(o) A candidate for a Research Studentship shall send in his application 
in the prescribed form to the Registrar so as to reach him not later 
than the date to be fixed by the Syndicate in this behalf. No appli- 
cation rcceiv(id after the prescribed date will be accepted without 
the <'xpress sanction of the Syndicate. The application shall contain 
the following among other particulars : — 

(a) The subject or matter which the applicant proposes to 
investigate, and/or the general nature of the research he 
proposes to undertake ; 

(b) The place where he proposes to conduct or carry on his 
research ; 

(c) The person under whose guidance he proposes to carry on 
the research ; 

(d) Whether he has received permission t ^ conduct or carry on 
research in the place selected by him. 

(6) The awai'd of the Reseai’ch Studentships shall be made by the 
Syndicate after invdting rccouiiiiendations from the relevant 
Boards of Studies. 

(7) The stipend of a Research Student shall be Rs. 75 per month. 

(8) A Research Studentship shall ordinarily be tenable for a period of 
two years from the date after the award on which the student 
commences his research work on his investigation. The Syndicate 
shall have discretion to continue any Research Studentshii) for a 
further period not exceeding two years, if they are satisfied that 
the character of the investigation or research and the ability shown 
by the Research student justify such extension. 
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(D) a Research Student, »who does not begin his work within one month 
from tin; date of the award of tlic Studentship, is liable to forfeit 
his Stiidentshii). 

(10) 'riie student during the tenure of his Studentshii) shall engage 
diligently in his investigation. He shall submit periodical reports 
of the progr(‘ss of Ins work to the Syndicate in accordance with the 
rules framed by the Syndicate from time to time. If the Syndicate 
are not satisfied with the* progress of the inv(‘stigation, they shall b(‘ 
at liberty to cancel the Studentship, or withhold the payment of any 
stipend or stipends. 

(11) h.-very Research Student sliall enter into an agj'eement with th{‘ 
University, on terms to be settled by tlu' Syndicate, to engage dili- 
gently in research work during the tenure of his Studentship, and to 
refund to the University the stipfmds drawn by him if he resigns his 
Studentship Ixdbre tlui expiry of his tenure, or if he forfeits the 
Studentship for misconduct or for unsatisfactory progress. The 
Syndi(*ate may discharge a student from his obligation to refund the 
stipends drawn by him if they are satisfied that he is comi)elled to 
resign the Studentship before the expiry of its tenui*e owing to 
circumstances beyond his control 

(12) A Research student shall not be permitted either to take out a patent 
or to publish his rcs(‘arch, exce])t with the ])revious permission of 
the Syndicate. 

(IB) Lach Research student shall, at the expiry of Ids Studentship, 
submit lour printed or typed copies of a paper embodying tlu; 
results and giving an account of his investigations to the Syndicate. 
Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to prevent him from 
submitting to the Syndicate at any date prior to the (ixpiry of his 
Studentship the results of his completed research. 

(14) The student shall not during the tenure of his Studentship accept 
any other work or employment. 

(15) If the results of the research work are considered to be of sufficient 
merit to deserve publication, the Syndicate may make arrangements 
for the publication thereof either by the University itself or by 
making a grant to the Research student, or by publishing the 
results in the University Journal. 
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THE SENATE 

Durinjj: the period under report, the Semite met three times : in A\i 2 :ust 
1936 and in February nnd Jnn(‘ The three meetings covered a total 
period of (S days. 

The Budget as framed by the Syndicate was considered at the 
meeting held in June and passed without any modifkaitions. In addition 
to considering proposals for afliliation or extension of atliliation of colleges, 
which are referred to in a later chai)ter, the Senate passed certain 
new Statutes and amended others. A short summary of these statutes is 
given below. The important resolutions passed by the Senate; are also 
given below : — 


Statutes 

Amendment of Statute 57 to enable a Fellow, re-elected or j’e- nominated, 
to enjoy the privileges of membership of the Faculty to which he belonged 
(luring his preceding tenure of offic.e, until he is assigned to a Faculty or 
Faculties in the usual course at a Senate meeting. 

Amendment of Statute 112 to institute a new Degi'ee, riz. Master of 
Science (Tech.), and have one Degree of Doctor of Philosophy in all 
the Faculties. 

Amendment of Statute 135 to increase the interval between the date 
of nomination and the date of election so as to give adecpiate time to the 
electors to send in their voting papers by post. 

Amendment of Statute 140 A to ensure greater s(*<*recy in voting by 
the constitinmcy of registered graduate's. 

Amendment of 5tatute 142 to ])rovide for an increrise in the number 
of scrutineers at the elections, when th(‘re is great pressure of work, e. g. 
at elections of Fellows by tin* registered graduates’ constitutency, where the 
number of voters has increased considerably. 

Addition of a new Statute 157 A to provide for maintaining the electoi\al 
roll of registered graduates up to date. 

Amendment of Statutes 187-193 & 202-203 relating to the jTcog- 
nition of Schools and admission of candidates to the JNfatricuIation 
Examination (vide Chapter IX ). 
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Amendment of Statutes relating to the University Provident Fund 
to incorporate therein certain suggestions made by the Government of 
India for the purpose of extending the provisions of the Provident l^'unds 
Act of 1925 to the University Provident Fund. 

Important Decisions 

Among tlu' other decisions tak(‘n by the Senat(', immtion may bo made 
of the following ; — 

1. The Senate sanctioned a special grant of Rs. 1 for capital 

expenditure to be incurred in connection witli the extension ot th(‘ 
University Buildings (North AVing) in accordance with the plans np[)roved 
by the Syndicate. [The extension was completed in October, 1937.] 

2. The Senate sanctioned a grant of Rs. 2,000 towards the ('xpenses of 
the Joint Session of the Indian S(*i(mce Congress Associjition and the British 
Association to be held in Calcutta in January 1938, and an additional sum 
of Rs. 1000 for meeting the expenses of entertaining the members of 
the Oversea's Delegation to the Session on their arrivjil in .Bombay 
en route to Calcutta. 

3. The Senate appointed a Committee (l) to consider and re]>ort on 
the present position of Commei'cial lOducation in the University and (2) to 
suggest means by which greater co-operation between the University and the 
commercial community can be aeluev(*d, (3) to ascertain how a eonunejxMi 
graduate could be made moi’e valuabl(‘ to the business world and (4) to consi- 
der the feasibility of estidilishing a s(‘paral(‘ Faculty of ('ommer(*e in th(‘ 
University. 

4. The Senate also requested the Syndicate to submit proposals 
regarding the contents and cost of publication of a periodical giving 
information to the i)ublic about the ITniversity’s a(‘4ivities and plans. 

On the motimi of Dr. G. V. Deshmukh, the Senate passed a n(‘W Statute 
203A providing that the Matriculation Fxamination should be held twice a 
year. This Statute, was not, howevei*, sanctioned by the Chancellor. 

The S(‘nate elected Principal M. L. Tannan, Prof. D. R. Gadgil and Prof. 
N. K. Bhagwatas members of the Board of Accounts from the 1st February, 
1937 to 31st January, 1938.

General 

In last year's report, refejamce was made to tlic scIkmiic of scholarships 
for the training of Physical Instructors with a view to introducing 
(‘ompulsory Pliysical Training in the (Colleges. Tlie Syndicate took steps 
to introduce compulsory i)hysical training into th(* colleges from the (*oin- 
men(*einent of the acad(‘mic year 1937. This matter has been refexTcd 
to in greater detail elsc^where in the i)r(‘S(*nt re])ort. 

In addition to the routine work of admiiiLstration, tin; Syndicate came to 
certain important d(‘cisions which are referred to here.* 

The Syndicate decided that it be made a condition with every publisher 
of publications prescrib(;d by the University that he should not publish notes 
or guides r(4ating theivto. 


*As punted copies of the minutes of the meetiuKs cf the Syndicate are sent to members of 
the Senate, in the following pages only such decisions or events are noticed as call for 
special mention. No reference is made to the Ordinances as these too aie printed and placed 
from time to lime on the table of the Senate. 
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As ecrtnin dif1i(*ulti(\s wore met with in tlie liolding; of practical 
examinations in Science subjects in the Laboratories of affiliated colleges, 
the Syndicate decided that a member of the staff of the college, where the 
practical examination is held, should b(5 appointed as a laboratory supervisor 
at the practicals, if the panel of examiners did not include a member 
of the staff of that college. This has conduced to the smooth working of the 
practical cxami nations. 

In accordance with the ])roi>osais for the re-organisation of the staff in 
the office of the Registrar wliich were approved by the Senate jit their meet- 
ing in August ]93(), the Syndicate at their meeting held on the 26th Septemb(‘r 
revised the grades in the officer of the Registrar. As a result of the revision 
of tile grades, the Assistant Registrar was appointed as Deputy R('gistrar and 
the Superintend(*nt was appoint(‘d as Assistant Registrar. 

The Syndicate r(ivis(‘(l tlie h'ave rules of the works staff in the Depart- 
ment of Chemical T(‘chnology by bringing them into lim; with thos(^ appli- 
cable to Laboratory .Assistants and numial staff in the same Department. 

A new aiipointinent to a t(‘aching post was made in the D(‘partiuent of 
Ciiemical Technology, viz. that of Dr. M. R. Mandlekar, as Lecturer in Fuel 
Technology in jihua' of Dr. L. A. J^hatt w^ho was permitted to resign his post 
on his obtaining an appointment with the Cov(‘rnment of India. 

UNIVERSITY BOARD OF SPORT5. 

Die introduction, during the year under report, by the University of 
compulsory Physical Training induc(‘d a very larger nmubc'r of students to 
take to out-door games since those who regularly took part in such games 
wen’e exempted from attending the Physical Training Classes. 'J'his large 
number lU'cessitated imu'cased exp(‘nditure on games by the Colh'ge 
Cyniklianas.

The Draw for the matches in the South Zone was made by the Com- 
mittee of the Zone. In accordance with the Draw, Bombay played the first 
match with Mysore and won by one wicket. Bombay also won the second 
match with Madras and thus qualified to enter the Semi-Final. The Semi- 
Final was phiyed at Lahore in January 1037 and resulted in the victory of 
the Lahore team over Bombay. The total expenses in connection with the 
three matcihes in the Inter- Varsity Cricket Cham])ionship Tournament and 
the trial matdios for the seh'ction of the University Team came to 
Rs. 2,460-4-0. 

With a view to ascertain the result of the activities of the Board 
during the three years of its existence, the following questionnaire was 
addressed to all the Local (kunmittees during the year under report : — 

(1) How far the Board of Sports has helped in creating interest and 
enthuMasm in Sports and Games among University students; 

(2) Whether a larger number of students tak(» part now than three 
years ago; 

(3) What are the practical proposals and suggestions for inducing a 
larger number of students to participate in Games and Sports; 

(4) What is the total number of students from each Group that took 
part in Games and Sports (i) during the year 1936-37 and (ii) 
during tlu' three previous years, if figures are available; 

The replies rc'ceived to this questionnaire are satisfactory and briefly

ball, Bnsket Ball, Ring Tennis etc.

Publication Board 

Six meetings of tlu' Bosird were held during th(‘ y(‘ar. ^Vpsirt from tlu‘ 
disbursement of publication grants, the publication of rare texts, of selections 
in Modern Indian Jjanguages and of the University Journsil engag(‘d the 
attention of the Bosird. 

The Grsints Utilization Committee sind the Publicsition Board co-ordi- 
nated their activities to the needs of the Journal. Th(^ Publication Board 
sees that papers whicli can b(‘ inserted in th(‘ Journsil are not given any 
publication grants, while the Grants Utilization Committee has* made it 
a condition of the .iWard that the results of the research work carried out 
with the h(4p of resesirch grsints shall b(i published in the Journsil. Tin* 
Board, encouraged by the progioss of the Journsil, resolved not to reduce the 
number of issues, a suggestion which had been made to it with a view to 
obviate the frequemt delays exi)erienced in tlieir i)u])licsition. 
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Among the rnre texts sanctioned for publication during the year 
were Yamuna Paryatana by Baba Padmanji ; Majjhima Nikaya, Theri 
Gatha and Milinda-Panha. The first was recommended by the Board of 
btudies in Mai’athi and the last by Prof. R. D. Vadekar. The Pali texts were 
edited by P)-of. N. K. Jiliagwat. 

The selections in Prose and Poetry prescribed for the Matriculation 
Examination in Gujarathi, Kannada, Marathi and Persian, were published by 
the University during the year : — 

A statement of publication grants made during the current year is 
given in Appendix J attaelied to the report. 


Building Committee 

1 he Building Committee met three times during the year. The scheme 
for the erection oi a Watchman’s cabin in the University Gardens, to which 
a reference was made in last yearns report, was brought to fruition during 
the period under r(i\dew, and the cabin is now occupied by the watchman. 
It is located to tlie south of tlie Convocation Hall and in its architectural 
features an attempt has been made to ensure harmony with its surroundings. 

I lie Store House for the use of the De])artment of Chemical Techno- 
h>Jjy, was complet(‘d. I^rovision had to be made for aidificial ventilation lest 
the fumes emanating froiu the chemicals should prove dangerous. 

Ihe major work that the Committee had in h.'ind was the extension 
of the I niversity North \\ ing. Tenders for the work were received in 
October Iddb, and it was found that the tender of Rao 8alieb Dewji Dharsi 
A Son was the lowest. J h(‘ pi’ogress of the work was very encouraging 
and at the end of the year under review it was expected that the 
building would be ready for occupation by the end of September 1937« 
[The building has since been completed, and parts of the Registrar's 
Office were shifted to the extension in the middle of Octd>er 1937]. 

Garden Committee. 

The Garden Committee held only oiuj meeting during the year, the busi- 
ness being mainly transacted by means of eireulars. Among the important 
matters wliieli engaged the attention of the ('ommitteO during the period under 
review were the (piestion of locating the Watchman’s cabin in the Gardens 
and that of improving the lawns. The site of the Watchman's cabin was 
decided upon in consultation with tlie P. W. D. authorities. 

In the last Report, a reference was made to the work of improving the 
lawns in Bic gardems. Of the four lawns, to the east of the Library and the 
Convocation Hall, the rotiirfing of one w.as completed last year. It now 
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presents a distinctly pleasjng feature. Encouraged by this success the 
renewal of the turf on the three other lawns has been taken in hand. 

Grants Utifisatlon Committee 

In the previous report, reference had been made to the 8te])s taken by 
this Committee to ensure tlie proper award of research grants, and sti’icter 
control over their actual disbursement. This good work was continued 
during the year, and no less than seven meetings of the Committee were 
held in the period. At each of these meetings, reports received from the 
grantees were very carefully scrutinised. In many cases, refunds were 
ordered and in some others the grantees were required to hand over 
manuscripts or useful apparatus purchased by them. 

There was a stricter scrutiny of applications for the award of grants also. 
In cases of doubt, suitable referees were requested to favour tlie Committee 
with their opinions on the merits of the application and tlie work proposed 
to be carried out with the aid of the grant applied for. 

The institution of Research Studentships threw an additional burden of 
work on tliis Committee. The Regulations for these studentships were ready 
in September 1930, and the applications therefor were invited soon 
thereafter on forms prescribed by the Committee for the purpose. Tlie 
Committee has laid it down as a general ])rinciple that M. A., or M.Sc. students 
should not be eligible for research grants. Each applicant for the research 
studentship is requir(*d to submit a programme of the proposed work which is 
referred to competent referees for opinion before the award is decided upon. 

A statement of the research grants made during the year and the names of 
the research students are given in Appendix II and II (A) attached to this 
report. 


Standing Committee on College Inspection Reports 

The Standing Committee, as usual, scrutinized the reports of the Iri- 
eiinial Ins])ection Committees that visited the Colleges in the following 
groups : 

(1) Deccan and Karnatak. 

(2) Konkan and Sind. 

The Arts and Science Committees had made separate reports in both 
these groups, and during the period under review the reports of the Science 
Committee on the Colleges in the Konkan and Sind Group were not ready 
for consideration by the Standing Committee, because the remarks thereon 
by the Principals of the institutions concerned had not been received. The 
Standing Committee also considered the reports on the professional colleges 
such as the College of Engineering, the College of Agriculture and the Law 
Colleges in the Group.

Among the general problems that arose fc^ the consideration of the 

Standing Committee were 

(i) How far College Teachers should be allowed to teach in 
Schools ; 

(ii) Whether in view of the introduction of the Bifurcation Scheme, 
all colleges should be inspected once again soon after the 
s(*heme is brought into effect ; 

and (iii) Tlie desirability of instructing the Triennial Inspection 
Committees that they should restrict their remarks to undei*- 
graduate instruction and to seeing whether the conditions of 
atliliation are being maintained or not. 

The Syndicate have adopted the recommendation of the Standing 
Committee in respect of (iii) and Triennial Inspection Committees have 
been enjoined not to make any remarks on Post-Graduate instruction. 
Hie Syndicate, after consulting the Academic Council, have also laid 
down certain restrictions on teachers in colleges who are also teaching in 
seliools. 

Students’ Welfare Committee 

TIhtc werc^ three meetings of the Committee during the year. Among 
the; important items of business transacted by the Committee, the giving of 
final touches to the Physical Training Scheme was perhaps the most impor- 
tant. The scheme which is at present in force is given in Appendix IX, and 
among the directions issued to the College authorities to implement the 
sc*lieme, tlie following are worthy of note : — 

(a) Tliat the members of the H. T. C. should be excnnpted ; 

(b) That after tlie tc'.rininal and preliminary examinations and on 
examination days students should not be required to attend the 
training class, or to take part in games ; 

(c) Hiat the programme of training should comrqence from the be- 
ginning of the first academic term ; 

(d) That the period of physical training should be restricted to only 
one year in the Medictil Colleges ; 

(e) That in August or September of every year, the Principals should 
be requested to submit reports on the working oP the scheme in 
their respective Colleges. 

A Committee appointed by the Syndicate to scrutinize the reports 
referred to in (e) is to visit the Colleges and make local ent]^uiries 
wherever possible. 

Next to Physical Training, Medical Inspection engaged most of the time 
of the Committee. The Committee scrutinized carePully the previous yearns 
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reports received from the different centres, and recommended to the Syndi- 
cate that a special form should be adopted for the purpose of communicating 
the recommendations of the Medical men to the parents of students. The 
U. T. C. cadets were examined separately and in the conduct of tiic general 
inspection at mofussil centres an attempt was made to widen the panels. 
A Sub-Committee has been asked to frame proposals for a scheme of 
lectures on Social Hygiene, Preventive Medicine, and Dietetics to be 
adopted at various centres. The idea is to supplement the work of medical 
examination by the dissemination of proper knowledge for the mainteminee 
of genenil health and physical efficiency. 

Rajabai Clock Tower Coinmittee 

The recently installed clock has been working well and the Committee 
did not therefore feel it necessary to have any meeting during the year under 
report. On Coronation day, of the many buildings illuminated by Gov- 
ernment, the Clock d\)wer proved one of the greatest attractions. 

Board of Visitors to the Department of Chemical Technology 

The Hoard met thrice during the year. Progressively growing con- 
sultation work prompted the Hoai’d to consider the necessity of laying 
down a scale of charges for such enquiries. They also considered tlu^ 
strengthening of the Optical Laboratory, and sanctioned the purchase of 
a]3paratus for the better ecpiipment of this section. The J3oard also decided 
that the Head of the Department should send a (dreular to the Mills in the 
Presidency informing them that the Dei)artnient would help them in tackling 
any pro1)lem they might wish it to investigate, and that (‘opies of published 
j)apers containing tlu* results of research work carried (uit in the Department 
would be made available to them on payment. 

Board of Advisers to the Departments of Economics & Sociology 

The Pioard met to discuss the Hudget and made proposals for the 
creation of some Pellowships carrying higher stii)end8 than those of the former 
Scholarships so tha.^ those who did preliminary research for their M.A. 
Degree might after finishing it join for research of a higher order. Jn the light 
of these additional requirements, some reduction was made in the Scholar- 
ships hitherto given. According to the revised scheme, provision was made 
for 8 Scholarships of Ks. 30 per month each, 4 Fellowships of Rs. 75 per 
month each and 2 Research Assistants of Rs. 125 per month each. This 
involved an additional expenditure of Rs. 2,280. 

The Tfoard also recommended that the Scholarships should be aw%arded 
for a year at a time but should be renewable, that the Fellowships should be 
awarded for a year, and that the Research Assistants should be appointed in 
the first instance for a year, the appointments being renewable for periods of 
two years at a time. 



CHAPTER ly 

THE ACADEMIC COUNCIL & THE FACULTIES 

The Academic Council met four times during tlie year : on the lotli 
August, 193(), the 4th December, 1936, the 15th January, 1937, and the 12th 
March, 1937. Eacli meeting continued for two days. 

Regulations 

During the year under report, the Council made several major and 
minor amendments in the Regulations relating to the several examinations 
and also in some of tlie Regulations relating to endowments. Only the 
important ones are noticed below : — 

Regulations were framed for the award of Research Studentships. 

Important changes were made in the Regulations relating to the 
Imgineering examinations in their several branches in view of the intro- 
duction of new courses in Civil Engineering. 

J he syllabus in Chemistry for the M.Sc. examination was revised. 

Ihe Regulations rdating to the B. llxamination were amended by 
reducing the number of special methods in which a candidate is tested 
from three to two, and by making the method in English optional and 
allowing the revision of the marks assigmal to a candidate for College 
work, if n(‘ccssary. 

lh(‘ Syllabus in Ceology for the B.Sc. Examination w;is revised. 

ihe scope of the Sardar Bhiinrao Rainrao Ak bar navis Seiiolarship was 
extended to include candidates who take the degrees of M.D., M.S,, 
and M.8c. (Tech). 

The Regulation governing exemptions available to candidates at the 
third M.B.,B.S. Examination was amended by nnlucing the j)eriod over which 
the exemptions remained in force from three to two yhars, in .accordance 
with the recommendations of tlie Executive (\numitte(‘' of the Medical 
( ouncil of India. 


Equivalence of Examinations 

3he S.L.C. Examination of Nepal was recognised as (‘quivalent to the 
Matriculation Examination of this Uiuver>.ity if passed with 40% marks in 
Jhiglish and 35% in each of the other subjects. 

The Cambridge School Certificate Examination was givim a status 'jfiual 
to the irst \ ear Arts and Science Examinations if passed wdth credits in 
certain subjects, but the amended Regulation which conferred this higher 
recognition was cancelled by the Senate an(l the strftffs qtto was restored. 
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Important Resolutions 

Among tlio decisions urrivod at by tlie Coiimdl, the following call for 
special attention on account of their ini])ortance. 

A refei'ence has already been made to the decision of the Council 
to extend the diu\ation of the Honours Coni*se for th(‘ J3.A. degree from 
two to tliree years. 

The decision, in so far as it increased the duration of the Honours 
Course by one year was in consonance with the Resolutions passed by the 
Inter-University Board, at their meeting held at Aligarh in February, 193(). 

Faculty of Arts 

The Faculty of Arts met three times : on the 20th August, 1930, 
the 10th February, 1937 and the 14th June, 1937. 

At the meeting lield on the 20th August, 3936, Prof. V. G. Rao, being 
the only candidate nominated for election, was elected Dean of the Faculty 
for the year in place of Prof. V. K. Joag, who retired after holding the 
office of Dean of the Faculty for three years in succession. 

The Faculty decided that the number of members of the Board of 
Studies in Sindhi should be enlarged 

The Faculty has expressed its opinion against placing restrictions on 
candidates wishing to appear for the M. A. and M. Com. h^xaminations either 
by papers or by thesis, laying down that they could take their degree only in 
the subjects which they had taken for their Ik A. or B. Com. (l(‘gree. 

Faculty of 5cience 

The Faculty of Science held three meetings : on the 19th August, 
1936, the 8th February, 1937, and the 15th June, 1937. 

At the first of these meetings. Principal G. S. Mahajani, being the only 
candidate nominated for election to the Deanship, was elected Dean of tlu^ 
Faculty for the year in place of Principal T, 8. Wheeler who had b(‘en 
Dean of the Faculty* for two successive years, and continued to hold that 
office until he resigned it when he went on leave to England in March 1936. 

Among the decisions arrived at by the Faeidty the following may 
be mentioned : — 

( 1 ) The Faculty recommendtid to the Academic Council that 
Domestic Science be introduced as one of the Optional Subjects for the B. A. 
and B.Sc., Examinations, and that a Diploma in Domestic Science be also 
instit\ited on the lines of the diplomas in other subjects. 

(2) The Faculty expressed itself in favour of holding the B. Sc. 
examination in Principal subjects twice a year, and made a request to the 
Syndicate to give effect to this opinion, but the recommendation of the 
Faculty was not accepted either by the Academic Council or by the Syndicate* 
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( 3 ) The Faculty recommended to the Academic Council that Micro- 
Biology should be added as a subject of study lor the M. Sc. examination . 
This recommendation was given effect to by the Academic Council and 
the Syndicate. The Faculty made similar recommendations with regard to 
the addition of comparative Anatomy and Embryology to the subjects of study 
for the M. Sc. degree'. This recommendation nlso was given effect to by 
the AcMdemic Council and the Syndicate. 

Faculty of Technology 

The Faculty met twice during the year : once on the 20th August^ 
1936, and a second time on the 9th February, 1937. 

At the first of these meetings, Prin. C. Graham-Smith of the College 
of Engineering, Poona, was re-elected Dean of the Faculty for the year. 

The Faculty recommended to the Academic Council and the Syndicate 
that there should be only one Ph. D. degree for all the Faculties. ( This 
recommendation has been given effect to. ) 

Faculty of Law 

The Faculty met three times during the year : on the 19th August, 
1936, on the Itth December, 1936, and the 9th February, 1937. 

At the first of these meetings, Mr. A. M. Kajiji was duly re-elected 
Doan of the Faculty. Mr. Kajiji continued to occupy the office of Dean 
until his death in Xovember, and at the December meeting of the Faculty, 
D ewan Bahadur K. M. Jliaveri was ele(*ted Dean in his place. 

1110 Faculty was .asked to express an o])inion on the propos.al that 
Graduates in Agriculture should be permitt(*d to study for the LL. B. 
(ixamination. The J^'.aculty however, expressed its opinion ag.ainst the 
l)roj)osal. 

The F.aeulty also considered and .approved the memoVandum of the views 
of the Leg.al Educ.ation Committee ai)pointed by the Chief Justice of Bombay. 
One of th(* main recommendations of the Legal Education Committee is to 
provide full-time instruction in the present affiliated L.aw Colleges. Another 
r(‘Commend.ation is that tlu'. present iVdvocates Examination by the Bar 
(>o\incil should be abolished, and th.at there should be only one avenue for 
entry to tlu^ legal profession, namely, through th(‘ LTi. B. course. The Com- 
mittee h.as not finished its work. 

Faculty of Medicine 

The J^.aeulty of Medicine met six tinu's during the year : on the 8th 
July, 1936, the 2nd Heptember, 193(), the 18th November, 1936, the 24th 
February, 1937, the 3rd March, 1937, and the 30th June, 1937. 
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Tmpori'int decisions were taken by the lAaculty at these meetings on the 
recommendations made by the Medical C^ouncil of India from time to time 
regarding tlie revision of the courses of instruction and study for the medical 
examinations. 

At its meeting held in September, 1030, the Faculty re-elected Dr. Y. R. 
Khanolkar as Dean for the year. 

The Faculty recommended amendments in the ordinances relating to the 
M. D. and M. S. Examinations with a view to enabling a candidate who had 
taken his Masters degree in Medicine to present himself for the Master's 
examination in Surgery and rire-7'ersa. 

The Faculty approved of the recommendations of the Medical Council 
of India that the medical curriculum should extend over a period of full 
five years ; but at the same time decided that the extended period of studies 
should only ai>ply to students beginning their medic.al studi(*s after the 1st 
June 1938! 

I'lie I'aculty made pro])osals for amending tlu' regulations and sylljibuses 
pertaining to the First M. Ik, R. S.. Examination in order to remove th(T(‘- 
from certain inconsistencies which had been pointed out by the Secretary to 
the Medical Council of India. 3Iie Faculty also made proposals for changing 
the dates of the comuK'ncc'immt and the conclusion of the terms in the 
Faculty of Medicine and th(‘ dates for the medical examinations. Tliese wei’o 
still under consideration at the close of th(‘ year under r(‘poi‘t. 

'Jlie Faculty was iidbrmed that the re>olutiofi ])ass(‘(l by tlie Ex(‘cutive 
Committee of th(‘ General Medical ( V>uncil of Great Britain on May 25, 193G> 
on the subject of the recognition by the Council that DiiJomas granted in 
India had been rescinded in so far as it made recognition of any degrees 
granted after May, B)23, by the University of Bombay conditional upon a 
certificate to be given by the Dean of the Faculty of Medicim;, that the 
holder of any such degree laid fulfilled the requirenumts of the Council. 

In connection with the (‘lection of rei)resentatives to the Governing Body 
of the Indmn Research Fund Association, the Faculty communicated to the 
Secretary, Inter- University Board, the names of tlu* following persons as 
those for whom the Faculty had voted : Sir Upendranath Bramachari» 
Dr. Jivraj N. Mehta, Dr. A. Subba Rau. The result of tlu; (‘h'ction was 
that Sir Upemdranath Brahmaehari, Dr. Jivraj N. Mehta and Rai Bahadur 
B. N. Vyas were elected representatives of the Medical Faculties in India 
on the Governing Body. 


Boards of 5 udies 

New Boards of Studies: Tlu* splitting up of the old Board of Studies 
in History and Economics came about actually in the year under I’eview, 
and the newly constituted Board of 8tudi(*s in History and Archaeology 



and the Board of studies in Economics, Politici and Sociology met daring 
the year for the first time. The Faculty of Arts decided that each of the 
Boards should consist of eight members, and that of the eight in History and 
Archaeology two should be co-opted members. All the members of the other 
Board were elected from among the members of the Faculty. 

In the last report a reference had been nladc to the proposal for the 
constitution of a Board of Studies in Geography. The proposal in the form 
of a Statute was placed before the Senate, but as there was difference 
of opinion as to tlie manner in which the new Hoard should be given 
representation on the Academic Council, it was referred back to the 
Syndicate. 

Work before the Boards 

In Appendix VIII, information has been given regarding the number 
of meetings held by each Jioard. The framing of panels of persons 
suitable for appointment as Univer.'^ity Examiners and the prescription of 
text-books of the various University P^xaminations formed the main items of 
business disposed of by most of these Boards. 

In addition to their routine work, most of these Boards took up 
this year the question of tiie revision of Degree Courses consequent 
upon th(‘ adoption by the Academic Council of the recommendations 
of the Degree Courses Revision Committee. The new scheme involves 
radical changes in the scheme of examination for the B. A. D(^gree 
and it proposes the separation of the B. A. (General) Course from the 
B. A. (Honours) Course, the latter to be spread over a period of three yeai’s. 

Apart from this genei-al alteration in the scheme of Degree 
Examinations, some of the Boards took up the revision of courses in- 
dependently. Pbr instance, the Boards of Studies in Botany, Geology and 
Mathematics revised the existing syllabuses in the respective subjects for 
the B.Sc. examination. The Board of Studies in Botany made certain 
changes also in the First and Second Year courses, too. The Board of Studies 
in law revised the list of books for the First and the Second LL.B. Exami- 
nations and, as the year closed, were busy with the revision of the syllabus 
for the LL.M. Examination. 

In the last report a reference had been made to the revision of the 
courses for B.Sc. and M.Sc. ( Technology ). The Board continued the 
work during the year under review and gave final touches to these courses. 
Similarly, the Board of Studies in Engineering, also, continued the work 
of revision of the courses in their subject, and made changes which were 
found necessary as a result of their experience of the working of the 
regulations introduced recently. 
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The Board of Studies in English suggested an alteration in the scheme 
for the M.A. Examination whereby candidates wl)o offer English for this 
examination may be permitted to take all the papers in English, but the 
proposal for doing away with a subordinate language altogether was not 
accepted by the Academic Council and the Syndicate. 

A Joint meeting of all the Boards of Studies in Modern Indian Eaixgiia- 
ges was held to consider the desirability of laying down that all tlie papers 
in these languages, save the one in translation at the M. A. Examination, 
should be answered in the respective Modern Indian Languages. It was 
also resolved that the (luestion papers in these subjects should be set 
in the respective languages, English being used only where absolutely 
necessary. Some of these languages do not yet possess an adetpiate scien- 
tific literature, and difficulty is therefore experienced in prescribing text- 
books in these Languages at the Eirst and Seeond A ear Examinations in 
Science. The Joint meeting resolved, therefore, that of the three books 
prescribed at these examinations, wherever available, one should wherever 
possible be of a scientific character. 

The Board of Studies in Persian and Arabic were busy laying down a 
scheme of examination and a detailed syllabus for a new branch at the M. A. 
of Islamic Culture, more or less, on the lines of the existing branch of 
Ancient Indian Culture. 

The Medical Boards were engaged in preparing a revised syllabus for 
the B. Hy. Degree. A Sub-Committee was appointed to go into the details 
of this question, and when the year closed they were still busy with it. 

The Board of Studies in Agriculture prepared a syllabus in the various 
subjects prescribed for the M. Sc. Degree in Agricultun*. Ihe work was 
spread over more than one meeting, and, thougli in the regulations I’elating 
to the degree as many as eleven branches have been px'ovided fox’, the 
syllabuses are not ready for all these branches.

The School has been making good progress in the matter of research 
as can be seen from the fact that 53 students were doing research work in 
different Economic and Sociological subjects (See Appendix A).

Dnrin" the year under review three students submitted their theses for 
the Ph. D. degree, which were accepted for the said degree (See Appendix B). 

Three more students submitted their theses for the M. A. degree, two of 
which were accepted for the said degiee and the result of the third was not 
declared in the year under report. (See Appendix B.) 

Out of the 28 students sent up for the M. A. Examination by papers, 
24 appeared for the Examination. Out of these 7 were placed in the Second 
Class, 14 in the Pass Class and 3 failed. Out of the 24 students that appeared 
for the Examination, 8 offered History (A Group) and Economics, 4 History 
(A Group) and Sociology, and J2 Economics and Sociology for their ex- 
amination.

Educational Tours : — An all- India tour lasting for about four weeks 
in the October vacation and a tour to places of interest were organised in 
the first week of November, whereby the students had the opportunity of 
inspecting several important works. The Department acknowledges its 
indebtedness to the respective autliorities for their co-operation in allowing 
the students to visit their works. The increase of the grant towards these 
tours fix)ni Rs, 1,000 to Rs. 1,500 enabled the students to secure the company 
and guidance of two members of the staff*. 

Textile Designs competition and Exhibition : — With a view to 
encouraging Indian artists to produce designs characteristic of indigenous 
art and suitable for machine printing of textiles, it ^yas decided to hold 
annually a “Textile Designs Competition,"' offering prizes for designs which 
are ax'tistically the best and practically the most suitable. At present most 
of the machine printed designs on Indian fabrics come from Europe and no 
attempts appear to have been made to encourage Indian artists in this direc- 
tion. If this brancli of the textile industry is to compete with the printed 
textile goods from abroad, it must possess something intrinsically its own, 
and that something must be the individuality of the designer. Furthermore, 
the development of indigenous design necessarily implies the development 
of the art of engraving, another outlet for trained craftsmen. The response 
to the efforts of the Department in this direction was gratifying, a large 
number of candidates, many of whom submitted a number of designs, having 
entered for the competition. The exhibition of the designs was held from 
the 8th to the 13th February 1937 and invitations were sent to all mills in 
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the Presidency. Tlie visitois evinced their keen inU‘rest in this aspect of 
the industry and several of tliein expressed their desire to be put in touch 
with the competitors with a view to securing their services. The prizes were

' AVith the permission of tlie Syndicate, the Head of the Department visited 
Europe during the long vacation and part of the term, during which time 
Dr. K. Venkataraman, Reader in Dyeing and Printing, was acting Head of 
the Department. While in Europe Dr. Forst(*r undertook an extemsive tour 
in Germany and made an intensive study of recent developments in textile 
machinery. In the course of the tour he visited, inter alia ^ the works of 
Messrs. Krantz Sohne, Aachen ; Erkens and Brix, Rheydt ; A Monforts and 
Pranz Mueller, Munchen-Gladbach ; Till man n Gerber Sohrte and J. Kleine- 
wefer Sohne, Krefcld; B. Tides, Coesfeld; Obemaier et Cie, Neustadt 
a. d. Haardt ; M. Rudolf Jahr, Gera ; C. C. ' Haubold and C. II. Weisbach, 
Chemnitz. 
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He also visited the works of J. M. Voith at Heidenheim when 
he had the opportunity of seing the latest types ot machinery for pulp 
and paper manufacture. He also visited the work and laboratories of I. G. 
Farbenindiistrie A. G. at Leverkusen and Hochst and the Cuprammoniiim 
artificial silk works at Dormagen. In England he visited a number of mills 
and machine works and investigated several other problems in which the 
Department is interested. 

C. Foreign Universities Information Bureau 

During the period under report the Bureau received altogether 127 
applications for admission to educational institutions in the United Kingdom 
and foreign countries. The number of applications received last year 
was 115. 

The Bureau received 1127 enquiries in person and 1984 in writing, 
making a total of 3111 enquiries. 

During the year 1935*-3(> the number of personal enquiries was 1166 and 
that of enquiries in writing 1854, making a total of 3020 enquiries. 

As many of these enquiries as could be answered from the material 
at the disposal of the Bureau were answered ; the rest were referred for 
answers to the Education Department of the High Commissioner for India 
and other authorities.

Library Hours 

This report covers the period from 1st July lO'lO to 30th June 1037. I he 
working time of tlie Library during this period was from 11 a. m. to i p. m. 
on week days and 11 a. m. to 5 p. ni. on Saturdays. Tlie Library Committee, 
with the approval of the Syndicat(‘ has since decid(;d tliat, ns an experimental 
measure, the Library sliould remain open for 12 hours from 0 a. m. to 0 p. m. 
on week days excepting Saturdays when it should remain open from 11 a. m. 
to 5 p. m. 


Readers and issue of books 

The total attendance of readers and visitors during the year und(U leixut 
was 26 , 0 i() or 90.(5 per working day. Tho number of Kenders’ ticket ^issued 
during tlic year was 2,23.'5 as compared witli 2,137 of last year. l>e«ides 
tliese, 21 post-graduate research students were reeommend<‘d to the J5. J5. lb A. 
Society’s Library, 7o to that of the Department of Economics and Sociology 
and 35 to the Library of the Royal Institute of Seienee. 

The total number of books issued during tlie year to Ile.aders and 
Fellows was 79,27.5; 7(5,902 of them were for use on the i)remises. The corres- 
ponding figures for the previous ja^ar were 84,937 and 8],3fil respe(ti\cl). 
Readers have fret; access to reference works and periodicals which thej ni.iy 
consult or read when they like. 

The number of research students and others reading for post-graduate 
examinations shows a steady increase, and the problem of finding adequatf. 
seating accommodation for them is getting more difficult every da}. It m.i} 
be possible to accommodate them by removing from the reading loom, tlu 
tables of the periodicals but space will have to be found for the peiio ica s 
in some part of the building. The difficulties, however, wdl be part ^ cased 
when the new extensions of the north wing of the Lniversity building is 
ready and available for the Library. Books are occasionally borrowed from 
other libraries in Bombay and elsewhere for the use of the research students 
and books from this library are sometimes lent to scholars out of Bombay it 
they are not 11111611 in demand locally. Volumes 31 and 32 of die hinese 
Tripitaka, for instance, were sent to Professors V. G. Gokhale and P. V. J5apat 
of the Fergusson College, Poona. 

During the year under report four bibliographies- were compiled by the 
Librarian with the help of his staff in response to enquiries. A bibliography 
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siiitablo for the Library of the Bombay PresWency Women’s Council was 
prepared at the request of the Registrar; another on ^lysticisni for the 
Principal, Bahaiiddin College, »Junagadh ; a third of recent publications on 
Indian religion and Philosophy for Mr. G. K. Mordekar of Rajaram College, 
Kolhapur. The foui'th was much more extensive and was undertaken at the 
reciuest of tlie Royal Vice-C^onsul for Italy in I^ombay. He wished to have 
a list of all books oi; Italian interest in the University library. The list 
has been since incorporated in “ Lo Schedario Cenlrale XJl Libliografia 
Roinana "" of the “ Jnstituto Di Studi Romani of Rome. 

Additions to the Library 

The total number of volumes added to tlie Library during the year was 
2,245 out of which 1,759 were purchased and 186 were presented, chiefly 
l)y the Government of India, th(‘ (Government of Bombjiy and other 
JVovirieial Governments, the Governments of Baroda, Mysore, Hyderabad, 
Travaneore and Jodhpur. Books were also received from the Governments 
of Trance, Italy and Japan, other Universities of India and outside, the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington, the Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace, the Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research, the Smith- 
sonian Institution, 2s5itional Research Council of Japan, Asiatic Societies 
of Bombay and Bengal, the Anthropological Society of Bombay, E. J. W. 
Gibb Memorial, th(‘ Tx^ague of Nations, the Societas Scientiarum Tennica, 
Helsingfors, Tinlande. 

In September 193(5 the Library Committee resolved to purchase the 
“ History of Parliament '' to be published in 4(3 volumes. The Library has 
already a complete s(*t of Hansard and this History of Parliament is expected 
to be a valuable complementary work to it. The first volume of the History 
has already been received in the Library. 

Periodicals 

i 

The total number of peilodicals received in the Library during the year 
was 307. Gf them 1 54 were subscribed and 153 wej-t^ eitlier presented or 
were received in exchange for the Bombay University Journal. 

Catalogues 

The General Card Catalogue of the Library, by Authors, Titles and 
Subjects, is kept up to date for reference. Bulletins giving the names of 
new books purchased by tlie Library were as usual issued, from time to time, 
and posted to all the affiliated colleges. 

The Catalogue of the Bhadkamkar Collection and a revised Catalogue of 
the Bhagvatsinghji Collection of Sanskrit MSS. are under preparation. 
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Additii^s to the M55. Collection 

During the year under report 4 Arabic and 13 Persian manuscripts 
were added to the University Library Collection. On the recommendation 
of Principal R. D. Kannarkar, 70 palm leaf manuscripts were purchased. 
Four of these are in the “ Devanagari Script and the remaining 66 in the 
“ Grantha script. The question of cataloguing these manuscripts is before 
the Library Committee. 


Theses 

The number of theses submitted for postgraduate examinations of this 
University received from the Registrar during the year, was 3(), the total 
number at the end of tlie year being 391. Resides these theses 3 j^rize 
essays have been received from the University Registrar, the number of 
these essays now being 11. 


Building Extensions 

Two years ago the Library Committee brought to the notice of the 
Syndicate the inconvenience felt on account of inadequate shelving space 
in the present Library buildings and requested that the Syndicate should 
take up the question of building extension as an urgent matter. These 
extensions are now reaching completion and, it is Iioped, will be available 
for use before the end of the current year. 

Accounts 

The total income comprising the amount allotted by the Senate to the 
Library was Rs. 42,686-10-11. The total expenditure was Rs. 39,891 -15-Oy 
out of which Rs. 22,547-9-3 were spent on the purchase of books and 
periodicals, Rs. 2,8{>4-13-6 for Rook Binding, Stationery, Printing and 
Postage; Rs. 13,178-3-0 for Establishment charges; Rs 228-6-0 for Furniture 
and Repairs; and Rs. l/)82-15-3 for Miscellaneous chai'ges. Of the unspent 
balance left at the end of the year, Rs. 1,426-9-8, was again sanctioned by the 
Senate as a siipplementary grant, in August 1937. 
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Post Graduate Instruction and Research 

There were four meetings of the Board of Post-Graduate Studies during 
the year on the dates mentioned below : —

The agenda was heavy each time, several questions of importance being 
decided apart from the consideration of applications for the recognition of 
University Teachers and oth(‘r incidental matters of a routine nature. 
There were many applications for permission to work independently of 
recognized University Teachers either for the Ph.D, or the M.Ed. degree. 
The Board, however, granted the concession only in the case of teachei’s 
in the affiliated Colleges who had long teaching experience or had attained 
a certain standing in the profession. The Jioard, by a special resolution, 
has made it clear that the permission to work independently does not entitle 
the candidate to present his thesis until the prescribed period has elapsed 
from the diite of his registration as a post-graduate student. 

I'he Poona Committee continued to function actively, and the Board, 
in all important matters i)ertaining to that centre, has accepted the conven- 
tion to consult the Committee before coming to any decision. The 
constitution of the Committee was altered on the recommendations of the 
Committee itself, and power was granted to the Committee to co-opt for 
the time being, tlie Principals of the College of Agriculture, the College of 
Engineering, the Law College and the Head of the Meteriological Office, 
Poona, whenever the Committcic considered questioi^ concerning these, 
institutions. 

Encoui'aged by the experience of the working of the Poona Committee, 
it was decided to set up a similar Local Committee in Bombay to (*o-ordinate 
post-graduate research work, and particularly to make the necessary 
arrangements for the guidance of students in Bombay by teachers who may 
not be attached to the Institutions where the students were working. 
The Local Committee consists of : 

The Heads of the Departments of Economics and Sociology, 

AND 

The Principals of : The Elphinstone College, The St. Xavier's College, 
The Wilson College, The Ismail College. 
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All University Teachers and other post-graduate lecturers ai’e required 
by the Committee to maintain the attendance rolls of the students attending 
their lectures, and the University Officxj has instructions to obtain such 
sheets from the teachers in order to keep a record for submission to the 
Committee and to the Board of Post-graduate studies. I'he Committee, 
however, felt that the ;)resent method of cxnnpelling students to attend Post- 
graduate lectures was unsatisfactory in many respects. As an cxp(‘rimental 
measure in the Bombay Centre only they were contemplating the introduction 
of some other system wlien the year closed. 

Th(^ Board has now decided that candidates for the post-graduate degrees 
who wish to reappear after a failure should be i)crmitted to do so witliout 
being rc^quired to produce fresh certificates from the "feaclu'rs under whom 
they had studied. 

The post-graduate lecturers paHicipati ng in the s<.‘heme of lectures for the 
M. A. students in Bombay mot as usual, in March 1937, for the purpose of 
arranging lectures for post-graduate students in the following term. Among 
the suggestions discussed at this meeting, one in favour of sp(‘cifying tlu^ 
number of lectures to be attended by a student taking a particular course 
was adopted. It was also suggested that for this purpose each group of 
lectureis giving instruction in a particailar subj(K*t should be request(‘d to lay* 
down the minimum number of lectures which a student should be riiquired 
to attend. In futui*e, the practice of convening this m(‘eting will contifuie,, 
but it will now be convened by the Chairman of the Jiombay Central (\>m- 
mittee and he will guide its deliberations.

CHAPTER VII 


COLLEGIATE EDUCATION 

During the year under report, several applications were received for the 
affiiiatiori, continuation of affiliation and evtension of affiliation of colleges. 
The results of these appli(!ations are stated below : — 

Permanent Affiliations 

The Seth Gordhandas Sunderdas Medical College, Parel. was perma- 
nently affiliated for teaching the courses of study prescribed for the B. Sc* 
Degree in Comparative Anatomy and Etiibryology, with effect from April 
1937. 

’Die N. K* D. Engineering College, Karachi, was permanently affiliated 
tor teaching the courses of study leading to the Degree of B. E. (Mechani- 
cal and Electrical). 

The Nowro'jee Wadia College, Poona, was ])ermanently affiliated for 
teaching courses of study in certain subjects prescribed for the B. A. Degree 
J^lvainination, and in Pli}sics, Ciieinistry, Biology and Mathematics for the 
Intermediate Science Evaminatioii. 

Extensions of Affiliation 

The Nowr()>jee Wadia College was affiliated for teaching the B.A. Pass 
Course in Urdu* 

The Shrec Maharaui Tarabai Teacliers’ Tiaining College, Kolhapur, 
was affiliated for a further period of five years from June 19S7, for teaching 
the courses of study prescribed for tlie Degree of Bachelor of Teaching. 

The Sarvajanik Law College, Snrat, was recommended for affiliation for 
a further^ period of five years from June 1937, for the courses of instruction 
for the list and 2nd LL. B. Examinations. Government, however, e^j tended 
the affiliation for a further period of three years only. 

The Chellasing and Sitaldas College, Shikarpnr, was affiliated for a 
further period of two years from the 20th June, 1937» for teaching the courses 
of study for the B. A. Degree in certain subjects ; its affiliation was extended 
to courses of study for the Ii*A. Honours degree in English, Economics and 
History and to teaching the Science Courses for the Intermediate Science 
Examination. 

The Bahauddin College, Junagadh, was affiliated for a further period of 
three years from June 1937, for teaching the courses of study leading to the 
Intermediate Science Examination. 
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New Collesfes 

Tlie ShikshanaPrasarjik Maiidairs CoIles:e, at D.idar, Bombay, called 
“The Rainnarain Ruia Colle^re’^ was affiliated, for the first time for a period 
of three years from June 1937, to teach the courses of study for tiie first 
two years in Arts and Science. 

The Seth Lalbhai D ilpatbhai Arts Col lej^e, Ahmedabad was affiliated 
for the first time for a period of three years from June 1937, for teacliin<x 
the courses of study ih certain subjects prescribed for the Decree of B. A. 

A new College at Rajkot was recommended for affiliation, provisionally 
for a period of three years from June 1937, for the courses of study 
for the Intermediate Arts and Science Examinations, subject to the fulfilment 
of certain conditions. The affiliation was not finally sanctioned during the 
year as tiie autliorities did not fulfil the required conditions. 

The Sarab-Hind-Sikh Mission's “Khalsa College’^ at Matnnga, Bombay, 
was affiliated for the first time for a period of tiiree years fiom June 1937, 
for teaching the courses of study prescribed for the first two years in Arts 
and Science, 

An application from the Maharashtra Education Society, Poona, for 
the affiliation of the College of Commerce proposed to be started at Poona 
w^as rejected. 

Maintenance of efficiency in the affiliated colleges 

The Syndicate approved of the following rules passed by the Acadcunic 
Council with regard to the numbers of students that, in the interest of 
efficiency, should be taken together for lectures in the different classes in 
the Arts, Science and Medical Colleges, and also the conditions subject to 
which the limit may be extended by the Syndicate in special circumstances, 
Ihese rules were circulated to the Colleges for their information. 

“(i) Save as provided by rule (ii) no College Principal shall admit to 
a class or a section of a class more than 150 students, but to 
secure an effective strength of 150 in a class, a College Principal 
may, at his discretion, admit to a class additional students up to 
a maximum of 30, provided there is iidequate accommodation,' 
and report to tlie Syndicate the number so admited in excess ot 
150 to any one or more classes, 

(ii) If the Principal of any College desires any teachers of his College 
to combine two classes or two sections of any class, with a total 
strength exceeding 180, for lectures in a particular subject, he 
shall make a written application beforehand to the Syndicate for 
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special permission, and the Syndicate in .dealino; with it shall 
have reojard to the nature of the subject, the structure of the 
lecture Room proposed and its accommodation and the qualifica- 
tions and experience of the teacher. (The numbers referred to 
in rules (i) and (ii) above refer to numbers on the RoIIs.)^^ 

On the recommendation of the Standing Committee on College Inspec- 
tion Reports, the Syndicate considered the question of how far College 
Teachers should be allowed to teach in Schools, agd, in consultation with 
the Academic Council, laid down the following restrictions on persons 
teaching both in Colleges and in Schools. 

(a) That a College Teacher should not be permitted to be in 
administrative charge of a school so long as he is a member 
of the teaching staff of a College ; 

(b) That a person should not be permitted to teach both in a College 
and in a School unless he is teaching the same subject in both 
places ; 

(c) That a College Teacher who is also a teacher in a School must 
confine his teaching in the School to the sixth and seventh {i, p, 
the pre-Matriculation and Matriculation) Standards ; 

(d) That a College Teacher should not be permitted to take more 
than 4 periods a week in a School (a period not to exceed 45 
minutes). 

A circular was sent to all affiliated Colleges and recognized Sciiools 
inviting their attention to these restriction^. 

As certain instances had been brought to the notice of the Syndicate of 
members of teaching staffs in Colleges applying for similar posts in other 
Colleges without the knowledge of the Principals of die Colleges in which 
they were serving, the Syndicate decided to issue a circular to the Principals 
of all affiliated Colleges informing them that, in the oiiinion of the Syndicate, 
they should insist that any member of their staff who wished to apply for a 
post in another affiliated College should do so only through the Principal of 
the College in which he was serving at the time of making the application, 
and requesting Principals not to take notice of applications which were not 
so forwarded. 
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CHAPTER VIII 

Co.iduct of Examinations 

The arran<?ement8 for the holdint; of Examinations at the various 
centres were satisfactory. 

Examination Centres 

Karachi was made a centre for 1937 only for holding*; the Mechaiiical 
and Electrical Examinations in Engineering. 'No new centre was opened 
this year. The University received applications for opening new centres 
and all the applications were referred by the Syndicate to their Committee. 
[ The report of tim Committee is receiving consideration at the harids 
of the Syndicate. ] 

Furniture, consisting of 500 chairo and desks, was purchased for use at 
the Matriculation l^]xami nation at the Belgaiim Centre at a tot;il cost 
of Rs. 2,250.

C H A T E R I 


RECOaNlTION OF SCHOOLS AND THE MATRICULATION 
EXAMINATION. 

During the year under report 96 applications for recognition, or 
renewal of recognition, of schools were received. The applications of five 
schools were rejected on the recommendation of the Standing Committee 
on Inspection of Schools. Nineteen schools were recognized for the first 
time for different periods according to the state of their efficiency. The 
recognition of two schools, which had been provisional, was made perma- 
nent, while the recognition of the remaining schools, with the exception 
of three whicn were refused recognition, was renewed for varying periods. 

The total number of schools on the register at the end of the year 
under report was 450 against 435 in the preceding year. As stated above, 
19 new schools were recognized during the year, but the names of four 
schools were removed from the register, as the recognition of three of 
them was not renewed, and as the fourth one which had been provisio- 
nally recognized, did not apply for the renewal of its recognition. 

The number of permanently recognized schools was 239 against 237 
in the preceding year, and the number of schools provisionally recognized 
was 211 against 198 in the preceding year. The distribution of the reco- 
gnized schools over the five different groups was as under ; — •

The Standing Committee on Inspection of Schools held in all • five 
meetings during the year. 

The Standing Committee on Inspection of Schools, as part of its duty 
of advising the Syndicate, examined the reports of thd Inspectors of the 
Educational Departments on the inspections of schools held by them. 
The Committee came across two cases of interference by Municipalities 
with the authority of the Head Master in the internal administration 
of the school, including his disefetion of sending up candidates for the 





Matriculation Examination. The Syndicate, on the recommendation cf 
the Standing Committee, issued a warning to the management of each 
school to the effect that the recognition of the school would be with- 
drawn if there was further interference by the Municipality, or any 
authority other than the Head Master, in the internal administration of 
the school. 

A reference was made in last year’s report to the question of the 
dual control of the University and the Educational Department over 
schools sending up candidates for the Matriculation Examination, and a 
hope was expressed that it would be possible to announce the solution 
of the question in this year’s report. The Statutes framed by a Committee 
of the Syndicate laying down conditions for the reccgoitlon of schools 
and for the admission of candidates to the Matriculation Examination were 
passed by the Senate in February 1937. They were approved by His 
Excellency the Chancellor, and came into effect from the 16th April, 1937. 

The main feature of the new scheme is that High Schools which 
are recognized and inspected by the Educational Departments of the 
Governments of Bombay and Sind are automatically recognized by the 
University, under the same conditions, and are not subject to inspection 
by the University in the ordinary course. The schools which will, in 
normal circumstances, be inspected by Committees of the Syndicate for 
the purposes of recognition, are those which are situated in the Indian 
States and Goa. Asa result of this unification of control over schools 
seeking recognition both by the University and the Department, there will 
be a considerable reduction in the number of schools to be inspected by 
Committees appointed by the Syndicate. Only about 39 schools are 
expected to be inspected against 96 schools which called for inspection last 
year. 


In December 1935, the Syndicate decided, on the recommendation of 
the Academic Council, to delete Ordinance 162A ( Old Scheme ) and 
Ordinance 165 ( New Scheme ), which provided for the consideration of 
cases of failures at the Matriculation Examination by one or two marks 
in one head only, by a committee nominated by the Vice-Chancellor. 
Ordinance 162A was, however, re-introduced for the purposes of the two 
Supplementary Matriculation Examinations held in November 1936 and 
March 1937, and a similar provision under the New Scheme was also made 
for the Matriculation Examination held in April 1937, and will continue to 
operate at subsequent examinations. 

• 

The results of the Matriculation Examination of April 1936 were un- 
usually bad, and requests were received from various quarters for the 
revision of the results by the Syndicate, but the latter expressed their 



inability to revise the results. The Syndicate ^ however, conducted an 
inquiry into the probable causes of the bad results. 

On an examination of the replies received in answer to a query sent 
out to the schools on the subject it became clear that the promotions 
at the end of the Annual Examination of the 6th standard had not been 
judicious on the whole, inasmuch as out of 13,266 students promoted 
to the Matriculation Class in 1934-35 only 6,963 had passed the Annual 
Examination in all five heads. Also, out of 22,595 candidates ex- 
amined at the Preliminary Examination only 6,63^ had passed the said 
Examination under all heads. The leniency on the part of the Heads 
of schools in the matter of promotions to the Matriculation Class and the 
permission granted by them to a large number of unprepared candidates to 
appear at the Matriculation Examination of April 1936, are in the opinion 
of the Syndicate, responsible in a large measure for the low percentage 
of passes at the said examination.

The Senate at its meeting held in August 1934 passed the following 
resolution : — 

“ That the Senate is of opinion that the Matriculation Exami- 
nation be held twice a year and recommends to the Syndicate to 
make necessary arrangements as early as possible for the same. ” 

The Syndicate on the recommendation of the Academic Council, 
reported to the Senate that they were against holding the Matuicu- 
lation Examination twice a year, but that if, notwithstanding, the opinion 
of the Syndicate, the Senate wished that the Examination should be held 
twice a year, it was open to the Senate to pass a Statute to that effect. 
In June 1937 as proposed by Or. G. V. Deshmukh a motion to add a new 
Statute (203 A), providing that the Matriculation Examination be held twice 
a year at Bombay and at such other places as might from time to time be 
determined, was passed by the Senate, and the Statute was submitted to 
His Excellency the Chancellor for approval. As the Senate are aware, His 
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Excellency the Chancellor did not accord his sanction to the Statute on 
the ground that a half yearly Matriculation Examination was not, in his 
opinion, in the best interests of education. 

The syllabuses in English, History, and Mathematics were slightly 
revised, and Arithmetic was retained as the only additional subject that 
could be offered by candidates at the Matriculation Examination. 
A statement showing the additional subjects offered, the numbers of 
candidates who appeared therein and the number that was declared success- 
ful is printed elsewhere in this report, and that statement reveals the fact 
that the provision under ordinance 159 permitting the candidates to appear 
in one or more additional subjects was not popular, and put the University 
to disproportionately heavy expenditure on their account. 

At the Matriculation Examination held in April 1937 under the revised 
scheme, the question papers in Mathematics and in the four Science heads 
were answered in the Modern Indian Languages. The numbers of such 
answers are given in Part II of this report. 



CHAPTEK X 

MISCELLANEOUS 

1 . Convocation 

The Annual Convocation for conferring degrees was held on Tuesday, 
the 18th August, 1936, and was presided over by His Excellency the then 
Chancellor, the Hon^ble Sir Robert Duncan Bell, K. C. S. L, C. I, E., M. A. 
B. Sc. ( Ed* ) , I C. S., who delivered the Convocation Address. The 
address dealt with the position and influence of *the University in the 
social system. 


11. The Thakkar Vassanji Madhavji Lectures. 

Mr. K. M. Munshi was invited to deliver the Thakkar Vassanji 
Madhavji Lectures for 1936-37 on a subject connected with Gujarati 
literature or the History of Gujarat. The lectures have yet to be delivered. 

III. The Wilson Philological Lectures. 

Dr. Irach J. S?. Taraporewalla, who was invited to deliver the Wilson 
Philological Lectures for 1936-37, delivered six lectures on *‘Some Considera- 
tions of Sanskrit Syntax in January 1937. The inaugural lecture, which 
was delivered on the 21st Janua’^y, 1937, was presided over by Prof. G. S. 
Ghurye, M. A., Ph. D.

VII. — The University Trainiijg: Corps, 

The new training year started at the end of June 1937. The number 
of new Cadets enrolled was 337. All cadets, both old and new, were 
medically examined under arrangements made by the University 
Authorities. This medical examination is of great value and it is hoped 
that arrangements will be made to hold this every year. 

The cadets in Poona and Dharwar were not examined until the 19th 
July, 1937, with the result that a certain amount of valuable time was wasted 
as the Cadets cannot be fitted with uniform until they have passed 
the examination. 

The Bombay Detachment furnished a Guard of Honour to His 
Excellency the Governor on Convocation Day. He expressed himself as 
very pleased with the turn out and steadiness of this Guard. 

The Companies in Poona were inspected by His Excellency in August 
1937. They also had the honour of lining the streets in Poona on the 
occasions of the arrival of the Governor designate and the departure of 
His Excellency Lord Brabourne. 

The annual camp was held at Aundh from the 2lst December, 1936, to 
the 4th January, 1937. The Battalion was inspected in camp by Brigadier 
T. S, Riddell-Webster, D. S. O. Commanding the Poona Brigade on January 
2nd. the battalion obtained a very satisfactory report. 

There was only one absentee from camp and four on medical grounds. 
Four extra instructors were lent by local units and demonstrations by artil- 
lery and cavalry were arranged. 

The Battalion has developed a very good esprit de corps both in work 
and games. This is largely due to the support received from the University, 
and particularly from the Principals of Colleges who provide units for the 
Battalion. Applications are being continually received from Principals of 
Colleges to be allowed to furnish detachments for the University Training 
Corps. It is much regretted that Army Headquarters are not prepared at 
present to increase the strength of the University Training Corps owing to 
financial reasons-

Intermediate Examination in Commerce, (March 193 7.) 

The total niiniber of candidates registered for the examination was 305 
of whom 158 i)assed, 116 failed and one was absent 50 passed in the 
second class, and 108 in the pass class* The Sydenham College presented 
224 candidates of whom 136 passed (43 in the second class and 93 pass ) 
87 failed and one was absent. The Hargovinddas Lakhmichand College o£ 
Commerce, A hmedabad, sent up 81 candidates, of whom 22 passed (Tin 
the second class, and 15 in the pass class) and 59 failed. In 1935 there were 
219 canduhites, of whom 121 ])assed the examination, and in 1936 there were 
219 candidates, of whom 112 [)roved successful. 

Examination for the Degree of B. Com., (October 19 36.) 

The total number of candidates sent by the Sydenham College of 
Commerce and Economics was 106, inclusive of three who had already passed, 
appeared again in an additional special subject and j)assed in such subject. 
Of tlie remaining 103 candidates, 40 candidates passed and 63 failed. In 
1934 there were 79 candidates, of whom 38 passed the examination, and in 
19 jO there were 92 candidates, of whom 26 proved successful.

First Year Examination in Science (Agriculture), (March 1 93 7.) 

The total number of candidates sent up by the College of Agriculture, 
Poona, was 93, of whom 59 passed and 33 failed and one was absent. In 1936 
there were 80 candidates, of whom 42 passed the examination. 

Second Year Examination in Science (Agricultpre), (March 1937.) 

The total number of candidates sent up by the College of Agriculture, 
Poona, was 61 of whom 53 passed, and 7 failed. In 1936, there were 42 
candidates, of whom 24 proved successful. 

Examination for the Degree of B. Ag., (Old Rules) (March 19 37.)

Examination for the Degree of M. Ag., 1937.

Allied with and complimentary to this scheme is that of scholarships for 
training physical instructors at the Y.M. C. A. College of Phyteical Education, 
Madras, which has been referred to in another part of this report. 

The medical examination of students was carri('d out during the year 
at all the affiliated Colleges. With the experience of the past the system has 
undergone noticeable improvements from year to year. During the year 
under report efforts were particularly directed towards securing uniformity 
of procedure and standards, and Dr. S. B. Gadgil was iin ited to pay visits to 
the different centres to ensure uniformity.

APPENDIX Xr 


Inter-University Board, India 

At the Senate meeting of June 1037, the desire was expressed that the 
Syndicate Report on University Administration should contain some informa- 
tion about the discussions at the annual meetings of the Inter-University 
Board and this appendix is intended to supply the information. It is based 
on the Annual Report of the Board for the year 1936-37. 

Mr. V. N. Chandavarkar, Vice-Cliancellor of the Bombay University, took 
the place of Professor P. A. Wadia as the representative of the Bombay 
University. The Board has elected Mr. Chandavarkar as its representative 
on the Central Advisory Board of Education in place of Sir S. Radhakrishnan 
who resigned his seat on his appointment as Spalding.Professor of Philosoph> 
at Oxford. 

The resolutions passed by the Board in the previous year were submitted 
to the res])ective persons and authorities, and some of them are given below 
with the Secretary's comments on the replies received. 

1. Resolution IX regarding the need for additional facilities for 
military training at Indian Universities has been communicated to the Army 
Department of the Groverment of India, but no reply lias so far been received. 

2. Resolution XV raised the important (piestion of the re-organisation 
of the whole educational system in India. The Secretary to the Government 
of India, Department of Education has informed the Board that the Local 
Governments were asked whether expert advice in organising a scheme of 
reconstruction was desired, and that as sncli advice has been desired by the 
different Governments, two Board of Education experts have been invited 
from England, 

3. In 1935 tlie Board passed a resolution requesting the Royal (Commis- 
sioner's for the Exhibition of 1851 to extend to India the beneht ol the 
Scholarships awarded by them to students selected from the Universities in 
other Overseas Dominions of the British Empire. It is to be noted with 
pleasure that the Royal Commissioners have offered to provide an Annual 
Science Research Sclolarship of £250-300 a year, tenable for two years, for 
a student from any of the Universities of India. 

The Board has published a Bibliography of Doctorate Theses in Arts 
and Science accepted by Indian Universities since 1930, and the Secretary 
is pleased to note that the ‘‘publication has begun to bear fruit . 
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It seems that a Scholarship for an Indian student is offered annually 
by the Colorc4,do School of Mines, Golden Colorado, but there has been a 
very poor response for this offer probably because the announcement is made 
too late to be of use. This is brou|3:ht to the notice of the Government of 
India and they have agreed to request the President, Colorado School of 
Mines, to make his offer three or four months in advance. 

Among the resolutions discussed at the Nagpur meeting of the Inter- 
University Board (February 1937), there was one proposed by the University 
of Bombay regarding the expeditious disposition of applications for Migration 
Certificates and the Board resolved “to request the Universities to see that 
satisfactory arrangements are made for the issue of Migration Certificates 
even during vacation.^^ Another resolution of this University desired that 
“at least once in every five years the Inter-University Board should organise 
an athletic meeting on an all-India basis^^ and the Board resolved to invite 
the opinions of other Universities on that suggestion. 

The address of the Chairman (Professor Amarnath Jha), though short, 
was thought provoking. He tried to answer the usual criticism (a) that too 
many students go to the Universities which are in consequence over-crowded; 
(b) that Secondary Education should be replanned so as to provide for 
diversified courses of instruction ; (c) that the University student is lacking 
in culture, in self-expi'ession, in general knowledge; and (tJ) that it is not 
higher education which India needs today, but technical education. 

“It is well to remelnbcr"^ said Professor Jha, “that most of this criticism 
has an amusingly familiar appearance. On the subject of State Expenditure 
on University Education, the Government of India Resolution of October 23, 
1884, reads : “It is in connexion with high education and in view of the 
direct pecuniary advantages which it holds out to those who follow it, that 
the Government thinks it can most properly insist on the fullest development 
of self-help. In 1880 Sir Richard Temple wrote : “The.difhculty which very 
many highly educated men, even graduates of the University, found in 
obtaining suitable employment, was producing discontent.^^ 

In the correspondence attached by the Secretary of the Inter-University 
Board to his Report for 1936-37, there are some letters which deserve v^der 
circulation. On page 60 for instance, appears a letter from the Deputy 
Secretary to the Government of India, Department of Education, and he 
writes, “Government are prepared to accept scholars for Training in the 
Archaeological Department, provided that the Universities guarantee that 
the expenses of Training the scholars deputed by them will be paid cither 
by the students themselves or the University or some other ap[)roved 
authority for the period of Training which will hast for at least two years. 
On page 82, the University of Andhra express their views on Examinations. 
“Wo regret'", they say, “We are unable to agree with some of the conclusions 
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arrived at by the author^ of An Examifiiiio}i of Exam {nations. Our 
experience fortunately is not so dark as depicted in its pages. Their chief 
conclusion is that there is a great deal of chance in the lesults of Examina- 
tions and therefore they are imi’eliable as a test of the general competence*, 
of the candidates. There is of course nothing original in this inference. 
Everyone knows that examinations are, after all, only a rough test. We 
are, however, entirely in agreement with the suggestion that the technique 
of examinations requires to be placed on a sounder basis as a result of 
careful research and experiment/^ 

A large number of Indian students every year seek admission to foreign 
Universities, but seldom does a foreigner seek admission to an Indian Univer- 
sity, not even for subjects like Indian Philosophy, Sanskrit or Arabic or 
sociological problems peculiar to India. This may be due to the impression 
that Indian Universities are still undeveloped, but it seems that the regula- 
tions of Indian Universities are too rigid to persuade a foreigner to seek 
admission to a University in India. And this fact is brought out by a letter, 
on page 119, from Dr. Sam Higginbottom, Principal, Agricultural Institute, 
Allahabad. “ A brilliant student of Harvard University says he, “ who had 
received a two year travelling fellowship in order to study Sanskrit 
Language, literature and philosophy, planned to spend part of his time in 
Germany and one year at least in India. He wished to make Allahabad his 
centre and Dr. Wood, Head of the Department in Harvard University, who 
had visited Dr. Ganganath Jha thirty odd years ago, had recommended this 
young man. Upon enquiry he could not find how he could enter any Univer- 
sity in the 1^. P. and get credit for his work. 

On page 123, appears a letter of the Acting Vice-Chancellor of Melbourne, 
in which he appears to seek recognition by the Universities in India, for the 
Australian degrees and diplomas. “ The Rev. C. F. Andrews has amongst 
other things aroused a good deal of interest and sympathy in a proposal that 
Indian Teachers and Graduates should be invited to come to Australian 
Universities for a limited period of work here. He', felt, however, that there 
might be some difficulty in getting Indian Graduates to come to Australian 
Universities because an Australian higher degree would not be recognized in 
India. The Vice-Chancellors of the Australian Universities discussed 
Mr. !Andrews^ proposals and felt that the first step would be to ascertain 
exactly the position of Australian University qualifications in India. I am 
thinking particularly of Master^s Degrees taken by research in Arts, Science, 
Engineering and mich postgraduate diplomas as the Diplomas of Education. ""
